And We hereby prohi- 
bite and difcharge, under Our higheft Difpleafure, any 


Perfon or Pertons to wear Cockades, unlef$ cay be | 


goin’d as faid is, or belong to the Conduétors of Our Bag- 
gage, Forage, Provilions, Houthold, or other Bran 2h of 
Our Service. Given at Our Palace of Holyroodhoufe 
the 22d Day of O&ober 1745. 

Thurfday laft a third Ship from France arrived at 
Stonehaven in the Mearns; fhe is much larger than any 
of the two former, and his aboard a contiderabie Train 
of Artillery, particularly heavy Cannon, feveral Engi- 
neers, Bombardiers, Gunners, Matroffes, &c. Moncy, 
and whatever elfe is requifite for carrying on the War. 
Among the Engineers is Mr. Grant, of Scots Parents, 
efteemed the firit Engineer in Europe. 

Monday laft Andrew Mulvie, Centinel in Colonel 
Murray’s Regiment, who was at the Battle of Gladfimuir, 
but efcaped to Berwick, came into the Prince’s Camp 
and inlifted. _ It is informed that there are at Berwick ¢ 
Companies of Lees’s Regiment, the Remains of the two 
Regiments of Dragoons of Gardner and Hamilton ; and 
that the 75 Foot Soldiers of the four Regiments of Foot 
which efcaped to Berwick after the Action, are increafed 
to 200, by the Defertion of Soldiers who had inlifted in 
the Prince’s Service and fworn Allcgi:nce, ’ Tis added, 
that the Garrifon and Townfinen ot Berwick fvem in the 
greateft Confternation upon the leait Surmife of the Ap- 
proach of the Highlanders, which the Country People 
now-and then amafe thein with, to prevent the Soldiers 
coming out to plunder thein.

Dear Brother, . 

TH Siege of Gaeta is now over, bleffed be GOD, 


and tho’ a very fhort one, | fuffered more while it 


lafted, than in any Siege I have been heretofore prefent | 


at. 
You may eafily imagine the Uneatinefs Italk of, were, 


my Anxiety and Concern for the Perfon of CHARLES 
Princk of Wales. The Kine his Father had fent him 
hither, under my Care, to witiefS the Siege; and laid 
his Commands on me, not only to direét hun, but evea 
to.fhew him every thing tuat merited his Atte:.tion; and, 
I muft contefs, that he made me pais fome as uncafy 
Monats as ever I met with fromthe crofleft Accidents 
of my bypatt Lice. Jatt on his Arrival, | condu@ed him 
to the Trenches, where he thewed not the Icaft Surprize 
| at the Enemies Fire, even when the Balls were hiding 
| about his Ears. I was relieved, the Day following, trom 
| the Trenches ; and as the Houfe | loiged in was very 
| much expofed, the Enemy difcharged at once five Piece 
_ of Cannon againft it; which made me move my Quar- 
| ters. The Prince arriving a Moment after, would, at 
| any rate, go into the Houte, tho’ I did all I could to dif- 
| fwade hin trom it, by reprefenting to him the Danger 
he was expofing himiclf to, yet he aid in it 2 very con- 
fiderable Time, with an undifturbed Countenance, tho’ 
the Walls had been pierced through with the Cannon- 
bali. Ina Word, this Prince difcovers, That in Great 
Princes, whom Nature has marked outtur Heroes, Va- 
Jour does not wait the Number of Years. 1am sow, 
bleifed be GOD for it, rid of all my Uneafinefs, and 
joyfully indulge myfelf in the Pleafure of feeing the 
Prince adored by Officers and Soldiers. His Manner 
aud Converfation are really bewitching; and you may 
lay your Account, that were it otherwife, 1 would not 
have kept it a Secret from you. We fet out for Naples 
in a Day or two, where | am pretty certain his Royal 
Highnets will charm the Neapolitans, as much as he has 
done our Troops. The King of Naples is much taken 
with his polite behaviour; and there is not the leait Ne- 
ceffity of fuggetting to him what is either proper for him 
to door fay. I with to GOD that fome of the greateit 
Sticklers in England againft theFamily of the Stewarts 
had becn Eye Witnefles of this Prince’s Refolution du- 
ring that Siege, and [am firmly perfwaded they would 
foon change their Way of thinking. In his very Coun 
tenance I difcover fomething fo happy, that prefaiges to 
him the greateft Felicity. [ flatter’d myfelf, that this 
particular Account would give you Pleafure: And, for 
my perfonal Concerns, | tell you I am in perfeé good 
Health. Time will not allow me to fay any more. | 
fhall write you more fully from Naples; and in the mean 
time be perfwaded, Dear Brother, that my Affection to- 
ward you is beyond all Expreffion.

Excerpts of fome other Letters from the Camp at Gaers 

bearing Date Auguft 7, 1734. 

I Cannot exprefs to you, how much our whole Army 
is Charmed with Charles Prince of Wales. ? 
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was any Prince endowed with fo much Vivacity, nor 
appeared more cheartul, in all the Attacks. If he had 
been Mafter of his own Inclinations, he never would 
have quit the Trenches ; and was overheard fay, * That 
* the No'fe of the Cannon was more pleafint Mufick to 
‘ him, than that of the Opera’s at Rome.’ The whole 
Employment of his Grace the Duke of Berwick (under 
whofe Direétion he was) was to hinder him from expo- 
fing himfelf too rafhly; and, lL aifure you, it was not an 
ealy Task. 

The Prince having gone towards a Place, where a 
Detachment from the whole Army were making Gabions 
and Fafcines, &c. and mixing w'th the Soldiers, they 
were ftruck with Wonder and Aftonifhment, when they 
heard this young Prince {peaking to each of them, in their 
Turn, their own Language; to the Walloons, he fpoke 
French; Spanifh to the Spaniards; and Italian to the I- 
talians, being perfe&t Mafler of thefe three Languages. 
The whole Soldiers flocked about him, and difputed a- 
mongft themfelves, who thould have the Honour of {peak- 
ing.a Word tohim. It was really adelightful Spectacle 
to behold this young Prince amidft a Crowd of Soldiers, 
{porting and talking familiarly with them, being not one 
Whit more puzzled how to entertain them, than an Of- 
ficer, who had fpent moft of his Time in Armies, would 
have been. You may eafily conclude, that a young 
Prince fo affable, and of fo charming a Behaviour, can- 
not fail of being adored both by Officers and Soldiers. 

The Day after his Arrival, he dined with the King of 
Naples, who asked him, If he was not much fatigued 
with his Journey? ‘ I feel now no more Fatigue (re- 
‘. plied the Prince) fince I have the Pleafure of feeing 
* your Majefty and your Army.’ 

Two Days ago, the Cockade he wore in his Hat drop- 
ir from it, inthe King’s Prefence. The Count of St. 

ftevan took it up, and would have fitted it on again ; 
but as he went about it very aukwardly, the King faid, 
he would do it himfelf, which he did accordingly. The 
Prince, in receiving his Hat from the King, faid to him, 
in a moft graceful Manner, ‘Sir, fince your Majefty 
* does me the Honour to fadjuft this Cockade, I'll en- 
*.deavour to preferve it as long as I live.’ In fine, I 
would never have done, if I were to give you an exaéct 
Account of every Thing that is faid and done by this a- 
miable Prince, whom we all adore. 


From the Camp at Gaeta, Auguft 6, 1734. 

HE Prince exceeds every Thing I was capable of 

fancying about him, and meets here with as many 
Admirers as he hath Spe&ators. When talking to this 
and the other Perfon, about their refpe&tive Employ- 
ments, one would imagine, that he had made the Incli- 
nations of thofe he converfes with his particular Study. 

The King of —— was ftruck with Wonder, to 

find in the D.iwn of Years, fuch ripe Thoughts, and fo 
much Prudence, which are rarely to be met with, even 
in Princes arrived at full Maturity of Age.

The firtt, 
of thefe Pieces is the Memorial which the Abbe de la, 
Ville delivered to the States General the 18th of laft, 
Month; the fecond is the Refolution of their High Migh- 
tinefles,, dated September 21/t, in anfwer to the faid Me- 
morial ; and the 3d isa new Memorial, prefented by the 
Abbe de la Ville the 6th inftant, 

High and Mighty Lords, 

The King having caufed to be reported to him the Re- 

folution of your High Mightineffes, in anfwertuthe Me- 
morial I had the Honour to deliver to you the 18th of 
lait Month,, concerning the Violation od Capitulati- 

ons of Tournay,and Dendermond ; it was eafy for his 

Mayjefty to fee that your High Mightinefles waved taking 

Notice, in that Refolution, of the juft Coufiderations fet.. 
forth in my Memorial concerning the Ufe made of the_ 
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Troops that were Part of the Garrifons of thofe two 
Places, and who, purfuantto their Capitulation, are not 
to perform any Military Fun@tion whatfoever ’til! the rit 
of January 1747. Moreover, the Reafons alledged by 
your High Mightincfes to vindicate the Deftination of 
thofe Troops as Auxiliaries to Great Britain, can no way 
authorize fo formal a Contravention of the third Article 
of the Capitulation of Tournay. I take the Liberty to 
Jay that Article again before your High Mightinefies. 
(This Article being fo well known,we need not tranfcribe 
it here. 

In 2 Antwer of the 21ft of September you fay, High 
and Mighty Lords, you have well weighed the Terms of 
the Capitulation: You m»ke yourfelves Judges and In- 
terprezers of Treaties which never depended on you: 
You pretend to have fulfilled every Obligation, in giving 
to the Commandants charged to coudud thofe Troops 
to England, certain Orders which you do not explain. 
But let us drop, if you pleafe, the Claufes I touched 
upon in my former Memorial, which are lefs applicable 
to the Step which the King complains of with fo much 
Reafon and Juftice; Ict us ftick tothe moft univerfal and 
abfolute Claufe, which includes all without excepting 


any thing ; no Confirnétion can alter the Senfe of it: It | 


is not lawful for the Garrifons of Tournay and Dender- 
mond, during eighteen Months, to perform any Milita- 
ry Funétion in any Part of the Earth. 

If your High Mightineffes intend the contrary, your 
Refolution will be unjuft, and attended with a fatal Con- 
{:quence hereafter: You will, High and Mighty Lords, 
fet an Example of the moft glaring Infraction ; you will 
break thofe ‘Ties which yet leave Mankind a Shadow of 
the Sweets of Peace, even in the mid{t of the moft cruel 


Hoftilities; you will deprive the Viétors of the happy | 


Liberty of fending back, for the future, the vanquifhed 
on their Parole; for, in f2€@, who will ever let a Garri- 
fon march ovt upon Oath of not bearing Arms, if fuch 
Oaths may be violated, even without a Pretext? 

It is the King’s wily Enemies, or rather yours, that 
feek, High and Mighty Lords, to make you violate in 
their Favour the Law of Natious, in contempt of every 
thing that Mankind ought to refpeét. Jealous of the ad- 
vantageous Condition of your Commerce, they whecdle 
you far beyond the Duty of Auxiliaries, which you had 
already but too much flretched: They want to render 
irreconcileable zbo/e that we lately look’d upon as capable 
of reconciling Europe: They are vexed at the Eitcem, 
the Caution and Regard with which the King behaved 
towards you in. the moft difficult Conjunétures : They 
fhut up all the Avenues to that Peace which fo many Na- 
tions defire, and have even expected from. the Prudence 
of your High Mightinefles. 

My Orders are, High and Mighty Lords, to demand 
a molt fpeedy.Anfwer to. the new Reprefentations which 
the King has been pleafed to permit me to make, and his 
Majefty cxpeéts that the Garrifons of Tournay and Den- -

We have heard the Report of M. Wecke and other 
Deputies of their High Mightineffes for military Affairs, 
who, in confequence of the Commiffion given them by 
the Refolution of the 6th of this Month, have examined, 
in Conyunéion with the Deputies of the Council of 
State, a Memorial of Monfieur the Abbe de la Ville, 
Minifter of his Majetty the King of France, containing 
new Reprefentations about the Troops that partly com- 
pofed the Garrifons of Tournay and Dendermond, .and 
requiring that they be not employed for the A ffiftance of 
the King of Great Britain, as is more amply fpecified in 
the faid Memorial inferted in the A@s of the 6th inftant ; 
Which having becn taken into Contideration, it was 
thought good, and accordingly refolved, that An{wer be 
made to Monfieur the Abbe de la Ville, on the Subj. & 
of his faid Memorial, That their High Mightinefles are 
forry to fee by this Memorial, that his Majefty has not 
found the Reafons fatisfa€tory which were alledged in 
the Refolution of the 21ft of laft Month, and for which 
their High Mightinefles he that the fending the 
Troops, that made Part of the Garrifons of Tournay and 
Dendermond, to the Affiltance of his Majefty the King 
of Great Britain, oly againit his rebellious Subjeéts, is 
not contrary to the Capitulations mide when thofe Places 
paffed under the Domin’on of the Crown of Fraace. 

That their High Mightineffes declared in the faid Re- 
folution, and do repeat it again, that their Intention is 
to obferve the faid Capitulation, and caufe it to be ob- 
ferved; and they think they have fufficiently explained 
the Orders given in confequence to the General who isto 
command thofe Troups, viz. not to make them ferve a- 
gaintt the faid Capitulations, Copies of which have been 
delivered to him; it being clear by thofe Capitulations, 
that the faid Troops, during the time mentioned, cannot 
ferve againft his Majefty, nor againft his Allies, and that 
the Intention of their High Mightineffes having been fuch, 
audjbeing {till the fame, they cannot overlook what is faid 
in the fa'd Memorial about the Confequences of violating 
fuch Capi:ulations, their High Mightinefits having never 
had, nor having yet any Thoughts to do fo, but being on 
the contrary very averife to it. 

That it is true the third Article of the Capitulation con- 
tains the Words quoted from it, whereby the Troops 
are forbid to perform any Military Fundion, of what Na- 
ture foever st be; but the Words in any Part of the Earth, 
which are mace ufe of in the faid Memorial, have not 
been added thereto, but thefe, wut even as Garrifins (N.B.) 
in the remoteft Places from the Frontier; waich thews, 
that the firft Expreffions, difabling them from performing 
any Military Funétion, are not to be confidered as uni- 
verfal and abfolute, but as limited by the fubfequent 
Words, which mark where thofe may not perform any 
Military Funétions, befides what preceded in general, 
that they fhould not ferve againft his Majefty, noragaintt 
his Allies; which precedent general Declaration, which 
is not reftrained to any Place, the better thews the Difte- 
rence between it and that which follows, which is con- 
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fined to the remoteft Places from the Frontier : A Limi- 
t tion wherein their High Mightineiles think that the em- 
ploying of Troops in the Kingdoms of Great Britain, on- 
ly agatnit rebellious Subjeéts, is not included. 

That their High Migitinefles think they have given, 
in this thort Expotition, the Solution of the Argument 
advanced in the {aid Memorial to prove, that the fend- 
ing thofe Troops into Grat Britain, in the Manner their 
High Mightinciles have refolved to do it, is contrary to 
the 3d Article of the Capitulation of Tournay; as they 
do likewife think they have, by the Reafons contained in 
the Refolution of the 21ft of September, anfwered the 
Arguiments offered in the Memorial prefented by Monf. 
the Abbe de Ja Ville the 18th of the fame Month. 

That their High Mightineiles cannot help adding upon 
the whole, that in their Opinion it clearly tollows, from 
the very Nature of the Thing, that the Obligations con- 
traéted in that Capitulation ought to be taken in a narrow 
Senfe, and do not bind farther than the plain and dittin& 
literal Meaning, nor can be aggravated by Illufions and 
far fetched Confequences, nor even be extended to what 
might be found doubttul therein. 

herefore, their High Mightineffes hope _that- their 
Reafons being weighed again, will jultify the Refolution 
they have taken, and that his moft Chriftian Majcfty will 
acquiefce therein, and be {enfible that their High Migh- 
tineffes have neither done, nor intended to do any th‘ng 
yg 2 an the {sid Capitulation: But that if, contrary 
to their Expe@ations, his Majetty thould not be perfuad- 
ed by their Reafons, but remain in the Opinion, that the 
employing the faid Troops in the Manner abovementi- 
oned cannot fubfift with the faid Capitulations, but is 
contrary and oppofite thereto; their High Mightinefles 
do not in the leaft pretend that it belongs to them alone 
to be Judges of this Difference, or Interpreters of thote 
Capitulations, the Contents of which they will ooferve 
and caufe to be obferved exaétly, but are ready to refer 
the Difference concerning the Tenor of the faid Capitu- 
lations, and the Queftion arifing therefrom, (viz. Whe- 
ther or no their High Mightinefles may employ the Troops 
included in thofe Capitulations in the Manner mention- 
¢d above, and in their Refolution of the 21ft of Septem- 
ber, for the Service of his Majefty the King of Great 
Britain, only apainft his rebellious Subjeés) to the Judg- 
ment and Decifion of any neutral and impartial Power, 
which his Majefty thall approve of for that Purpofe, and 
to conform entirely thereto. 

That their High Mightineffes think they may affure 
themfelves, whatcver happens, that this Propofal cannot 
be difagreeble to his Majefty, but will in every refpcé 
appear acceptable tohim, as being in their Opinion very 


-equitable and juft, and clear] y demontftrating their fincere 


Intention to obferve the Capitulations made, according 
to the Tenor thereof, to avoid every Thing that might 
occafion a Mifunderftanding, and to thew, on the con- 
trary, their real and fincere high Efteem for his Majefty’s 
Friend thip. 

And of this prefent Refolution of their High Mighti- 
neffesan Extraé hall be delivered to Montieur the Abbe 





de la Ville by the Agent Byemont. 

In the Conferences which the French Min‘fter has had 
fince with the Minifters and Deputies of the State, he 
infinuated to them, that if the King his Mafter fhould ac- 
cept of the Temperament which tacir High Mightineff-s 
propofe, he did nut doubt but they would give Orders to 
the General of the Troops abovementioned, not to act 
rill the Decifion of the Queftion propofed in their Au- 


{wer; becaufe, otherwift, it would be prejudging in | 


their own Favour and in their own Caufe. We are ve- 
ry impatient to hear what Refolution the French Court 
will come to about this Affair ; for fome People fufpea 
that Marfhal Count Saxe is not going in esracit to put 
his Army into Winter Quarters, but that he may be con- 
triving to itrike a Blow where the RepubKck is uot in 
Readinefs to receive him.
